Rhodes scholarship application blanks 
arc now available in the office of Dean 
Doyle, Building M. To be considered 
in the competition,- applications must 
be made to the Maryland Secretary of 
the Committee of Selection by Novem- 
ber 2. 

There are 32 schojarjhips of 1 ,400 
pounds (about $2,000) each available 
annuall)- Selection of recipients is 
made in eight districts fr&m among 
nominations made by the respective 
state committees. Two nominees from 
each state are named. "The District 
of Columbia is includrd with Mary- 
land , in. tfie preliminary eliminations. 

Schioraships are for two years, a 
period usually sufficient for students 
to complete their courses. An addi- 
tional >far may be granted, howaver, 
to scholars who make outstanding rec- 
ords during'the two yean. ^ 

Tp be eligible for a Rhodes .Scholar- 
ship a candidate must present a writ- 
ten endorsement from the head of. his 
college or university. He must be an 
unmarried male citizen of the United 
States between the ages of 19 and 25, 
with five years’ residence, and must 
have completed two year* at an ac- 
credited college or university.

T HAT is ‘the 10-point program, hut it is an intense and beautiful 
From what has been said it story of tragic love, 
might be inferred that the Student 
Council has been guilty of plagarism; 
but the Counril, in the person of Vice 
President Ruth Critrhfield, vehemently 
declares that “it is the duty of the 
student body to bring their idea's to 
the Council" — and may we add, to let 
the Council get the credit for the 
idea. 

But this political review has been 
quite boring, I am sure. There were 
other incidents that made this first 
meeting truly interesting. For in- 
stance, there was that very forlorn 
creature which meowed in the front 
door of Columbian House in search 
of company. 

And there was -the pitiful spectacle 
of a group of so-called representa- 
tive students ignoring one of the 
very few sane suggestions made dur- 
ing the evening— and that in refer- 
ence to the acyle parking problem 
around the University. Coming from 
a Progressive it, was taboo in the 
first place, and in addition, it was 
pointed out that the administration 
did not want to offend the Traffic 
Bureau by asking any more favor**, 
as so much had been done in the 
past in getting room for faculty cars.

If lack of ^knowledge of the workings of the schol- 
arship should combine with a narrow fraternal viewpoint 
to prevent the continuance ‘ of fhe experiment, the loss 
would be tragic. The fraternities flo less' than the school 
would regret the failure of the first large-scale attempt 

at Greek cooperation in the service of the University.

She was the first woman 
member of the Board of Trustees and 
as a member of the Kxecutivr Com- 
mittee of the General Alumni Asso- 
ciation over a period of years, she has 
served as liai*o~n officer between alum- 
ni and the Board of Trustees. She 
has long been active in the Columbian 
Women's efforts to raise scholarship 
funds and was a dominant factor in 
Securing recognition for membership 
in A. A. U. \V. of women graduates 
of the University.

- Panhrllenic Council — Organization 
made up of delegates from the thirteen 
national sororitirs on Campus. It is 
the University ruling body of these 
aororities. 

Rushing — Period of . hunting and 
searching by social soruritiea for suit- 
able women to affiliate. 

Open Rushing — Period when there 
are no dates set aside for any particu- 
lar sorority. Open competition?. 

Closed dales— Periods set aside hy 
the Panhellenic Council for parties by 
designated sororitirs. Sororities' must 
observe non-comtnuhication during all 
of the closed date periods except their 
own. 

Free Association — Period preceding 
formal rush week, during which pe- 
riod sorority women are not allowed 
to visit the home* or spend any monrx 
on them and rushers are not allowed 
to visit sorority rooms. 

Silem e R/riod — Period during which 
time no speaking at all will he al- 
lowed between members of sororities 
and cushees. 

Panhellenic Pott Offiie — Room lo- 
cated in Columbian House where in- 
vitations will he received and an 
sxvrred during rushing. It will hr un- 
der supervision of the Panhrllenic 
Council. 

Bid — Invitation to a sorority. 

Pledge Hid — Invitation from a soro- 
rity to rushee asking rushee to become 
a member of the sorority. 

Final Party — Last rushing function. 
Rushee max answer 'hnlv one final 
party hid in the affirmative. It is cus- 
tomary for the rifshee to pledge the 
sorority whose final bid she accepts. 

Sorority l.ist — List rtf rushees who 
have been selected by sorority to re- 
ceive pledge bids. This list is given 
to a lawyer by the sorority and he 
compares it with the rushees’ pref- 
erential cards. 

Preferential CarJs — Cards issued to 
rushee* to stale their preference of 
three sororities in order of preference. 
Anyone signing a preferential card for 
one sorority cannot pledge another so- 
rority for one year. 

Pledging — Last day of rushing. Day 
on which rushees affiliate themsrlvei 
to a particular sorority.
